more rending. 'The report cites or- 
ders given by General Stenier, com- 
mander of the 68th German brigade, 
directing his 
soldiers to kill 
the 
wounded enemy and take no more 
prisoners. 
Evidence confirming the 


issuing and circulation of this order 
was obtained from German prisoners 
belonging to the lllth and 142nd regi- 
ments. 


The report also contains evidence 


of the massacre of French soldiers 
as a result of this order, as well as 
the massacre of -wounded men after 
the battle of Bethe in Belgium. It rep- 
resents the allegations of many indi- 
vidual soldiers who declare they saw 
their wounded comrades put to death 
by a rifle shot, a revolver shot, the 
thrust of a bayonette or a blow from 
the butt of a musket by German sol- 
diers, subaltern officers 
and officers.

Then when this phase of 
the national situation was changed 
and the government demand for war 
work was so great that unemployment 
ceased, the duty of women changed 
also. Trained women, of course, had 
nocked from the first in their thou- 
sands to. their posts as nurses and 
doctors, and this also from every part 
of the. Empire. The death rate among 
the wounded, and deaths from disease 
have been astonishingly small In this 
war, thanks to efficient medical and 
commissariat organization, and above 
all to excellent nursing. 
In 
these 
things, women have had the -privilege 
of doing their part. 
The hospitals officered entirely by 
women, with women doctors, surgeons 
and orderlies, as well as nurses, have 
been one of the new things in this 
war. 
The society with which T am 
connected, the National 
Union 
of 


Women's Suffrage societies, has sent 
out to France and. Serbia many of 
these women's hospital units. " We 
are now responsible for more than 
1.000 
beds and the sum subscribed 
already exceeds $250.000. Our women ' 
doctors have earned the very highest 
praise from the military an'd medical 
authorities under whom they have 
worked. Lord Methuen wrote of the 
unit which visited Malta: "They leave 
here blessed 
by 
myself, surgeons, 
nurses and patients alike, for they 
have proved themselves most capable 
a'nd untiring workers." 
The issue in (his war is,'in the 
words of the Ffime Minister, "Is 
right or is force to dominate man- 
kind?" The tremendous tragedy with 
which we were suddenly confronted 
twelve months ago has liad the ef- 
fect upon us, if I may use the ex- 
pression, of correcting the value in 
our lives.

DEFENSE OF GERMANS 


DUE TO THREE FACTS 


Barb-Wire, Machine Guns and Excel- 


lent Railway Arran0ement» Are 


Chief Elements of ,German's 


Success. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


Warsaw, Poland, Aug. 3. — Barb- 


wire, machine-guns and excellent rail- 
way arrangements have 
been 
the 


chief elements in the German opera- 
tions in Poland during the past three 
months. Owing to overwhelming su- 
periority in these three respects, the 
Germans have been able to. hold lines' 
many livmlred miles in length against 
what was frequently a far superior 
force of Russians, at least as numbers 
were concerned. 
To defend the German- positions 
along the little rivers Bzura and Raw- 
ka, where the two armies have been 
facing each other since last autumn, 
would in the ordinary 
manner of 
speaking require nearly, eight army 
corps: But the Germans have been 
able to maintain their places here 
with a small fraction of that number, 
owing to tha fact that their barb- 
wire defenses and troop-transit ar- 
rangements are so perfect. 
Along this Bzura-Rawka front of 
about forty miles, the German barb- 
wire defenses are literally four miles 
in depth, the entanglements being so 
arranged that in a military sense they 
cover the -whole territory. 
Behind 
each group of -entanglements, at the 
little strategic ganglions which are 
easy to determine from the contour 
of the land and the lines of possible 
approach, there are posted liftlo bat- 
teries of machine guns ready to sweep 
away any rash offensive. 
It would 
cost an attacking force hundreds of 
thousands of men to i^ade through 
these wire entanglementa, which zig- 
zag and crisscross in hollows 
and 
mass themselves in hedges and walls, 
all the vital points being command- 
ed by a merciless storm of machine- 
gun fire. 
The only 'possible way of penetrat- 
ing such a maze would be by destroy- 
ing it with a persistent storm of shells 
and even this would require several 
days, giving the defenders time 
to 


bring up reinforcements over their 
admirable strategic, railways. In. the 
meanwhile, also, more wire would be 
laid down farther back. 
General Alexeieff, who has been 
appointed to the command of the 
Northern Russian armies in place of, 
General Russky (retired on accountj 
of ill health) is a. quiet, unobtrusive 
man of nearly sixty years. He has a 
very intellectual face- and an almost 
shy manner, but" military. men say his 
brain is the keenest in the 'Russian 
field army. His staff consists' of sev- 
enty-five officers, and their headquar- 
ters is in a little 'Polish city 'SB quiet 
and unobtrusive as tho commander. 
Thfire are fewer than fifty soldiers ,in 
the place asiide from the General's 
staff, and ths-town Is less military in 
appearance than any in Western Rus- 
sia. In front of the General's quar- 
ters there are two sentries, and a 
small [Russian flag hangs 
over 
the 
door. 'In trenches'miles away, stretch- 
ing through forests and'along hilltops, 
numberless, regiments 
and brigades 
await orders ' from 
this buildins to 
launch themselves against the enemy. 
The army which General 
Alexeletf 
commands is more than twice the size 
o£ that under the command of FialJ 
Marsha' Sir John French.

Taking advan- 
tage of a bayonet lying on a table, 
Kotchaff stabbed 
the

to 
death as he pointed to a wall map, 
his 
back 
turned. Then 
he made 
equally quick work of the Colonel, 
hastily put on the uniform of the 
fallen'General'and calmly walked out 
past the guards and through the ene- 
my camp to a nearby wood. Here he 
waited until night and finally escaped 
to the 'Russian lines.
